Century Blvd. hotel market. 

Community Outreach 

L.A. BID Consortium presented to L.A. City Council on April 21 the first State of the BID report - 

“Why BIDs Matter” 

Since 1996 - 38 BIDs have been formed in Los Angeles 

$219 Million has been collected in assessments 
$28 Million is collected in an average year 

- In 2007, $10.1 Million spent on security services 

- Robbery rates have dropped by an average of 12 percent and violent crime by an 
average of 8 percent in BID districts 

- In 2007, $6.4 Million spent on street and sidewalk cleaning 
850,000 bags of trash collect each year 

Purpose of the report / presentation was to raise the awareness among our elected officials of the 

BID’S, impress upon them how much BIDs are contributing to our districts and the City, and to ask for 

their support in facilitating the cooperation between City departments and BIDs. 

Four initiatives are sought: 

- Inclusion of Bis into the early notification process for public and private 
development projects 

Creation of a BID Czar to provide one source of interface between the BIDs and the 
City 

- Allow BIDs to provide monitoring and enforcement for the City in areas like illegal 
tree trimming, illegal vending, trash code violations, news rack and street furniture 
violations 

- Request that LAPD include a training module “Working with Business Improvement 
Districts” into its existing community policing traning to strengthen the relationship 
between LAPD and BIDS

• 2008 travel was down 12% from 2007 numbers 

• 2009 travel numbers are down 9% year-to-date from 2008 

• Following the Northwest Airlines /Delta merger, Northwest Airlines will be moving to 
Terminal 5 

• LAX ranked #6 in the world in passenger count in 2008 

• LAX ranked #3 in the US in passenger count in 2008 

• Annual Passenger Count for 2008 was 59.5 million 

• LAX employs 3,700 city employees 

• 3 new airlines are coming to LAX -Allegiance, Jet Blue and Volares (a low cost 
Mexican airline) 

• Los Angeles City Council is considering extending Living Wage to LAX employees 
working for contractors 

• LAX plans to move the North airfield 330’ to the north 

• LAWA is in the process of buying Park One property 

7. HOSPITALITY ENHANCEMENT ZONE BENEFITS UPDATE 

• Marketing Brochure Draft 

Michael Krouse and Julia Kopischke of LA, Inc. previewed 2 draft versions of the 
marketing brochure that is being designed to promote the Gateway to L.A. area as a 
destination. 

• Conference Center 

Larry Eisenberg with L.A. Community College District updated members on plans to 
develop LACCD’s property on 98 th Street & Sepulveda Blvd. Plans include: 

0 Building a satellite campus that will include a 28,000 SF conference center on 
the existing property along with class room facilities. 

0 LACCD is moving forward with the project with hopes of breaking ground 
within one year. 

0 Brian Kite, with Leo A. Daly Architects, was introduced and met with hotel 
general managers following the meeting to gather input on hotel meeting space 
needs. 

• : Business Tax 

Gabe Sermeno, from the Mayor’s Business Team, reported that efforts are underway to 
have the Gateway to L.A. business district designated as part of the State’s enterprise 
zone. They expect to receive approval in about 6 weeks. Being included in the 
Enterprise Zone will allow the City of Los Angeles to implement a temporary cap on the 
gross receipts tax for new business moving to the area.
